$25,000 each, which had been giv- 
en him and to an associate counsel.

The ruling, in part, declares that 
any person, without permit, and 
without giving bond, may manufac- 
ture nonintoxicating cider and fruit 
jdices, and in so doing he may take 
his apples or fruits to a custom 
mill and have them made into cider 
and fruit juices. 

After such nonintoxicating cider 
and fruit juices are made, they must 
be used exclusively in the home, and 
when so used, the phrase monin- 
toxicating”’ means nonintoxicating 
In fact, and not necessarily less than 
one-half of 1 per cent.

Yosemite, Grant, Sequoia 
Released by State. 


1 Brought to End. 


iC. to id be * t 
Will be Named. 


[BY A P. DAY WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 24.—The 
final step in yielding police author- 
ity in the three great national parks 
in California to the Federal gov- 
ermment was taken yesterday, when 
Gov. Stephens received formal no- 
tification from Secretary of the In- 
terior Payne that the United States 
had assumed jurisdiction over Yo- 
semite National Park, Sequoia Na- 
1 tional Park and Gen. Grant Nation- 

al Park, in pursuance of the acts 
of the California Legislature and 


1 Congress. 
At the last session of the lesle- 40 
a law was enacted whereby |*° 
“exclusive jurisdiction was c to 
the United States” over and in the 
three parks. 

The State reserved the right to 
serve givil or criminal process in 
suits or prosecutions originating out- 
side the parks, the right to tax per- 
sons and corperations, their fran- 
chises and property. and to fix and 
collect license fees for fishing. Per- 
sons living within the parks may 
continue to vote. 

QUESTION CLEARED. 

Thus is cleared up the question 
of conflict of authority between 
peace officials of the State and the 
soldiers and forestry men who pa-. 
trol the parks. 

The act of Congress provides that 
Yosemite Park shall be a part of 
the United States judicial district. of 
California, and that the 
District Court thereof shall have 
jurisdiction of all offenses committed 
within said park. 

The Sequoia and Gen. Grant parks 
become a part of the Southern Call- 
fornia judicial district. 

TO NAME OFFICIALS. 

Judge Van Fleet of the northern 
district must, under the act of Con- 
gress. appoint a commissioner for 
the Yosemite Park who shall reside 
in the park and who shall act as 
a magistrate in hearing all com- 
‘plaints of violations of law or rules 
and regulations of the park. Ap-

Certification of Tennessee's ratifica- 
tion of the Federal suffrage amend- 
ment was en route by mail tonight 
to Washington. On its receipt there 
by Secretary of State Colby late to- 
morrow or Thursday suffrage ad- 
vyocates expect issuance of tie 
formal prociamation making the 
amendment a part of the organic 
law of the land and pjacing 22,000, 
000 American women on an equality 
with men at the ballot box. 

Gov. Roberts placed the certifica- 
tion in the mail today after receiv- 
ing from State Attorney-General 
Thompson an opinion that a writ of 
certiorari and supersedas ,issued last 
night by Chief Justice Lansden of 
the Tennessee Supreme Court, in er- 
fect set aside on order temporarily 
restraining the Governorsfrom tak- 
ing such action. 

The injunction was obtained Satur- 
day by citizens of Nashville opposed 
to suffrage, on the plea that action

Oil Seekers May Not Prospect on 
Land Taken up for Farm. 


Under a decision received yester- 
day by Register Groveg and Receiv- 
er Mitche.i of the 1} | Land Office, 


it*is illegal for any one to prospect 
for oll and gas on land that is al- 
ready entered under the homestead. 
law by another person. Not only 
that, but the entryman is not al- 
lowed to do so. 

Receiver Mitchell says that under 
the holding there is nothing to pre- 
vent an entryman from sinking & 
well on his land, awaiting patent, | 
and if either oil or gas is found, he 
ean secure the preferential right to 
the area under the leasing law now 
in effect. 

A few months ago. Frank Hall 
filed an application for a. permit to 
prospect on supposed mineral- bear- 
ug land near the Maricopa field. In 
1917 George Shepherd had filed a 
‘homestead on the land. 

The opinion from the General 
Land Office says: “Where a home- 
stead is made of land which has not 
been classified as mineral, no one 
(mot even the entryman) may ac- 


Jauire a permit or lease for the min- 
eral so long as the entry remains 
in that status. The entry segregates 
both the surface‘ and the mineral“ 
until such time as the mineral reser- 
vation is created.”

AN OHIO PRECEDENT. 


BY E. K. RIFE, 


Little of moment in national er 
State politics has happened fm this 
country for a half century that bas 
not, in some form or feature, been 
reproduced in Ohio at some time in 
its pictureaque political history. 

The spectacle of the Democratic 
members of the lower house of the 
Tensesree Legisiature leaving Nash- 
ville and going to Decatur; Ala. in 
order to prevent a quorum and the 
final vote on the equal-suffrage 
amendment to the Constitution had 
its replica in Ohio thirty-four years 
ago. In the Ohio, as well as the 
Tennessee, fnstance the Democrats 
spiliod the beans. | 

In Ohio the Democratic’ Senators, 
with a single exception, left the 
State and went to Covington, Ky., in 
order to defeat the unseating of four 
Democratic members of the Senate 
from Cincinnati who had been re 
turned as elected after the consum- 
mation of one of the most brazen 
frauds in Onio politica—and there 
have been a number of such per- 
formances in the Buckeye State. 

It was in January, 1886, and John 
Sherman was a candidate to sue 
ceéd himself in the Senate. The 
Legislature was close on joint bal- 


would have defeated Sherman. In 
the previous year Gov. Foraker had 
been elected for a second time, and 
“Fighting Bob” Kennedy, who ü 
lives at Belltontalne. Logan county, 
was chosen Lieutenant - Governor. 
As such it wag his duty to preside 
over the Senate. 

The Legislature met on the first 
Monday of January. The vote on 
the Senatorship was set for a late 
date that month. Meanwhile the 
four Hamilten county Senators re 
turned as eleeted on garbled re- 
turns, were demanding to seated. 


A committee was sent to Cincinnati 


to investigate, and the report 
showed that outrageous frauds had 
heen committed there. The old

Scheduled for 
Overdue Taxes
